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Claims 9, 1 1 and 13-18 are examined here. The remainder of the claims have been 
canceled. It appears that, in an effort to obtain some allowable subject matter, counsel has begun 
to claim non-generic features, for the first time, of the respective embodiments. This necessitates 
the imposition of an election of species requirement at this time to keep the burden of 
examination reasonable in the time allotted for examination. 

Also of concern to the Examiner is counsel's silence on the matter of procuring 
translations for the 5 prior art documents cited by applicant and commented upon by Mr. Van 
Santen (see Paper No. 2 received October 1, 2001). 

Counsel discusses at least some of the aforementioned foreign references in his response 
with much more knowledge of their contents than the Examiner has been provided. Please 
provide the requested translations or explain why they cannot be provided when counsel already 
appears to have been informed of significant details in their disclosures. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

first species of Figures 1-8, 

second species of Figures 9-11 

and third species of Figure 12. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable. Currently, no claim appears to be generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.
